Enlivened the Debate. 


The Appropriation Proposed Is Conceded to 


Be Insufficient. 


Washington, Dec. 10—At Thursday's 


session of the house Representative Can- 
non, as chairman of the committee on ap- 
propriations, took occasion to make a 
general statement of the estimates sub- 
mitted by the secretary of the treasury 
for the public service of 1SS9, for the pur- 
pose, he said, of disabusing the minds 
of members and tire country of a false 
impression made by a comparison of 
these estimates with those of preceding 
years. The estimated revenues for 1899 
were 3182,000,000, the expenditures $501,- 
000,000, showing EUI estimated deficit of 
$21,000,000. Under the last sundry civil 
act the secretaiy of the treasury, he 
pointed out, was compelled to estimate 
this year for $48,000,000 of river and har- 
bor work, $33,000,000 of which had not 
been authorized by law. If this sum, 
not heretofore included in the estimates, 
were deducted, there would be an esti- 
mated surplus of $8,000,000, instead of a 
deficit. 


Last year, the estimated deficit un- 


der the last tariff "act was $46,000,000. IJ 
the $17,000,(KiO for river anil harbor work 
for which the government then stood 
bound had been included the estimated 
deficit would have been $63.000,000. Mr. 
Cannon said it might be that the expen- 
diture for pensions for 1899 woud exceed 
the estimates. The commissioner of pen- 
sions estimated the expenditures at 
$145,000,000. If he should prove to be right, 
Mr. Camion pointed out that the $140,000,- 
000 appropriated by this bill would pay 
all pensions for the first 11 months of the 
fiscal year, and a deficiency appropria- 
tion could be easily ma.de. In conclu- 
sion, Mr. Cannon solemnly warned the 
house that the large anticipatory im- 
portations would keep the revenues un- 
der the present law down to the mini- 
mum, 
and lie appealed to his colleagues 


to see to it "that while the public service 
was sufficiently supplied with money not 
one dollar is appropriated which is not 
absolutely necessary to the best inter- 
ests of the public service." 


Mr. Allen agraln g-ot the floor and dis- 


claimed any intention of attacking tha 
federal soldiers or the pension rolls. He 
said he could not but marvel at the 
fact that 976,000 name* were now on the 
rolls, and that- there were 600,000 appli- 
cations in the pem9lonoffi.ee. 
There had 


been but 2,200,000 men in the federal 
army. 
He presented a series of amend- 


ments designed, he said, to correct som-e 
of the most glaring evils. 
They pro- 


hibit the grunting of p-ensions to widows 
whose applications were not filed dur- 


j ins their widowhood, and the granting- of 


pensions to widows whose applications 
wore basod on marriage contracted After 
the passage of this act, and to perman- 
ently insane or idiotic minors, who had 
reached their majority. 


\Veyl«r on the MeRsnge. 


Madrid, Dec. 10.—General Weyler is

Those elegant 
stems, those fcLuhery petals which arc ap- 
parently thrown together without re- 
straint, arc simply tliu particular features 
of tho mass < i , vegetation wlii< h ho, has se- 
lected for this individual study. His long 
course oC study in this Hue has given him 
the faculty of following a single vine 
through tangled underbrush and ignoring 
all the rest of tho growth.

WAR ON TRADING STAMPS. 


As will be seen by an article printed 


elsewhere in this paper, r« ive war is be- 
ing waged on the trading stamp fceneme 
in several of our sister cities in western 
Massachusetts. 
In Pittsflelci a decision 


js expected in the district court today. In 
Northampton the chief of police has noti- 
fied merchants that he will arrest any 
who enter the scheme. Attorney General 
Knowlton Las given notice from Boston 
that the scheme will be fought by law 
throughout Massachusetts. At Washing- 
ton a judicial decision has just been given 
against the scheme. 


The plan of the trading stamp scheme 


is as follows: The merchants give cou- 
pons representing five per cent discount 
on all cash purchases. These coupons are 
purchased by the merchants at the agency 
of the supply company, and, when the 
purchaser has secured a "book" of these 
coupons, 
worth 
about $5 at one-half 


cent each (the cost to the merchant) he 
can exchange them at the agency for his 
choice of a large variety of articles. It is 
said that the purchasing Bower of a 
"book," which cost the merchant 55, is 
thus about IJ3.50, the difference between 
'hese two sums being the profit of the 
company. 


The prosecutions threatened in this state 


are to be made under the statutes govern- 
ing lotteries. 


The specific statute referred to in the 


notification sent out by Attorney-General 
Knowlton is Chap. 277 of the statutes of 
1884, which is "An act to prevent the sale 
or exchange of property under the induce- 
ment that a gift or prize is to be part of 
the transaction. The law reads: 


"No person shall sell, exchange or dis- 


pose of any property, or offer or attempt 
to do so upon any representation, adver- 
tisement, notice or inducement that any- 
thing other than what is specifically 
stated to be the subject of the sale or ex- 
change, is or id to be delivered or received, 
or in any way connected with, or a part ot 
the transaction." 


There enters into the alleged illegality 


of the transaction the uncertainty of the 
actual value of the stamps to the man 
who receives as discount. The merchant 
calls them per cent off. They do cost 
as much bnt they are not worth as much to 
the holder of them. The latter cannot 
tell just how much he does get out o! 
them, because he does not know what the 
goods that he gets in exchange for them 
cost the company. In some cases they 
may be worth four per cent of his cash 
purchase, in others three per cent and so 
on. This is where the lottery comes in.

THE FIRST COTTON MILL. 


Washington's Bmry Fixes Its Location a'« 


Ueveriy, iMasa. 


Several different towns in tho United 


States claim tho unique distinction ot hav- 
ing erected the first American cotton mill, 
but fr-jni the best infurnintiou that ram bo 
obtained it seems thiiu the credit properly 
belongs to the town ot Beverly, Mass. 


Tho circumstances leading up to this 


discovery may bo of interest to our read- 
era. 
Sonic years ago Mayor Hantoul of 


Snlcm, Mass., was invited to Pavvtucket, 
B. I., to attend the centennial exorcises 
held nil that place in commemoration of 
the opening of the famous Slater mill. In 
.-entHiiK out invitations to this centennial 
event tho owners of tho mill ci .imod it to 
be the first establishment of its kind over 
erected in tho United States, 
For sonic 


reason Mayor Rantoul was unable to be 
present at thn exorcises, but being deeply 
interested in historical researches he de- 
cided at hi<; leisure to investigate tho 
claims of the Pawtucket mill owners, 
This investigation led to the disoovery 
that tl.e old cotton iniii at Beverly, Mass., 
which »as burned down in 1S3S, had been 
in operafciou for F vcral years prior to the 
eshiblishii.t'Tit .,f the mill at Puwtucket, 
and that no less :i witness tlian Genera; 
\Ynshington himself could bo cited in con- 
firmation ot tho fuel. Ii seems that Gen- 
eral Washington, while on a tour of the 
Xc\v England states in 1780, made a visit 
to the old lievoi'ly cotton mill and was so 
impressed v iih the novelty of tho spectacle 
tiiat lie devoted several IKIKCS of his diary 
to its description. 
This old diary is still 


to be found among General Washington's 
papers. 


As t;lie researches o£ Mayor Rantoul 


seemed to settle the master beyond all con- 
troversy, the' residents el' Beverly, Mass., 
caused a handsome tablet to be erected on 
the site of the old mill, commemorating 
the establishment of tbe first enterprise 
of its kind eve" inaugurated in the United 
States.—Atlanta Constitution.

the House. 


BHNOKITY KDLE IN" THE SENATE. 


fU>un{Innt Reasons STor Reform In Both 


Branches of Congress—One Man Power 
In Uin House—Ko Power at All In tho 


Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Deo. 11. — [Special.]— 


There is a good deal of talk of a reform of 
both brandies of congress in important 
particulars. It is true that today tho 
house oi representatives, the great com- 
mons of the republic, is a body virtually 
con I rolled by one man. The speaker, 
tlirough his committee on rules, is prac- 
tically the arbiter of tho proceedings a! 
the. house—that is to say, ho is able vir- 
tually to say whut shall be considered 
nnd what shall not bo considered. Ho can- 
not order that a matter under considera- 
tion shall bo acted upon favorably or un- 
favorably, and if ho permits a bill to come 
up it may bo passed, though lie is opposed 
to it. 
But the power which he wields is 


well nigh autocratic, nevertheless, for ho 
need nut permit legislation to which he is 
opposed to conic before the body. Tho pres- 
ident of tlio United States has tho veto 
power after legislation has passed con- 
gress, but oven ho is subject to overthrow 
by a two-thirds vote in each house. 
But 


tiio speaker ot the house exorcises tho veto 
power in advance of proposed legislation 
without revision or possibility oi reversal. 


It is not often onu hoars complaints that 


the pr< s&nt speaker uses this power tyran- 
nically or wrongly. 
Mr. Hoed is a just 


man. 
Ho would have made a good judge 


on the bench. He has a judicial mind. 
He often permits matters to conic before 
the house which if he were in his seat and 
voting he would not vote for. 
Tho com- 


plaint of; those who arc dissatisfied with 
tho present state of things is that tho 
principle is wrong. 
Today I was present 


when two members of congress, both Re- 
publicans, ODO a senator mid tho other a 
I'upieseutative, discussed this qucsiton. 


"Keod Is the House." 


"You have not a representative govern- 


ment at your end of the, capitol," said tho 
senator to tho representative. "Speaker 
Heed is tho )<on.-o of representatives all by 
himself. Instead of being a great house of 
commons, in which the will of Uic people, 
finds sv, ay, you are, subject to the rule of a. 
one man dictatorship. You sit powerless 
at its foot. Every d.iy I hear members say- 
in;,' that they behove tho house is ready to 
do this, that or the other thing if tho 
speaker will only consent to permit the 
matter to come up. Is it not high time to 
change such a system? Grant that Mr. 
Heed is a fair minded mr.n and a jn.-t 
ieaiier. Suppose someday you get a speak- j 
or over (here who is mean or corrupt or 
i 


ambitious. 
Suppose he attempts to use 


the power which tho present speaker takes 
into his hands in n way whieh endangers 
the country, as lie nii^hti do in a crisis. 
What sort of means would you take to sc- 
cuie your rights a?, representatives of the 
people in such a case? Why, you would 
turn him out of the chair by force, if nec- 
essary, by any sort of -violent or revolution- 
ary menus yon found most available." 


''There is sonic force and justice inwhat 


you sny," replied thu representative. "But 
how art! things at your own end of the 
cnpitol? Arc your skirts clear? I have an 
idea that you need reforming quite as 
much as we do If we have one raa.ii pow- 
er, you inusb remember that this man is 
choseu by tho majority. 
Ho is the repre- 


sent, itivo of their will. If they should con- 
clude, not to support him, I suppose some 
v, ay could be found in which they could 
t.'.ki: tile power away from him. 
Ho rules 


thimigh ordei.s from his committee on 
rules, lint these orders aro not effective till 
a majority of the house has continued 
them, so that, ui'ter all, it is the majority 
tliut rules. 


Minority Rule In tlie Senate. 


"Tint in your senate," continued the 


representativo, "you have no ruin ot tho 
majority. 
Tho minority can rulo when- 


c\er it, t arns to exert, itself. 
Thu majority 


is powerless to bring on a vute when the 
minority wishes to interpose itself against 
jmtion. 
My Men. of tho proper organisa- 


tion of a parliamentary body is tbut it 
should by rulo safeguard the rights of the 
minority, su that there may always he a 
reasonable opportunity lor debate, but 
that when the proper time comes the ma- 
jority should, have the power to stop de- 
bate and to proceed to a vote. You have 
not that in tho senate, and until you got 
it I do not see that you are as wull oil us 
we are ovei in the house." 


"I am willing to admit that wo ore 


working under a false system," replied 
the senator-, "and I am heattily in favor 
of a change for the better. But 1 do nut 
want to see a radical rulo adopted. If wo 
imitate the house in the matter of rules, 
\vo may soon h'rid ourselves in just the po- 
sition you arc in—a lot of men sitting 
about on the floor wait ing to Lear what 
orders our bosses arc going to give us as 
to what we shall do. The present state of 
things in the senate is preferable to that, 
for, after all, the sen ate docs come to a vote 
some time or "other on every question 
wbic li is eagerly pressed by a majority. I 
should like, to adopt the previous question 
in tho senate, with modifications, such as 
onu requiring so many days' notice before 
the previous question could be moved. I 
believe wo shall soon come to this or some- 
thing like it,.'1 


The Previous £uef>Uon. 


It is an open secret about tho senate 


fhumbci1 Unit sinco the discovery that ia 
the JFiul congress there was arnlu provid- 
ing a previous question tho Republican 
leaders have (alien up anew tho proposi- 
tion to uliango the rules and provide a 
means of cutting off debate. Tioo Presi- 
dent I'chart, who has been in favor of a 
reform of tho practice of the senate ever 
sinco he came to Washington; Senator 
Mason of Illinois and others, who want the 
senate organized on a business basis are 
looking up all the records of the senate to 
gee what precedents there arc lor a pre- 
vious question, There may be others bc- 
rados the rule of the First congress which 
I have referred to. 


At imy rate, it looks as if this matter of 


changing the rules were pretty sure to 
conic to the front ere long, and when it 
dues come there will be some interesting 
and exciting Fcencs in the quiet old senate 
chamber.

A DECISION A6AINST THE SCHEME 


Court of Appeals at Washington, D. C., 


Decides That It is a Form of Lot- 


tery.

The trading stamp scheme is meeting 


with serious if not fa'al, opposition at 
picsontin several Quarters in western 
Massachusetts. 
In Northampton and 


Pittsfield 
Hie law has been invoked 


against the scheme, and in the latter 
place a decision is expected today in the 
district court. Tlie owse is that of Wil- 
liam T. Petherbridge ot 
tho firm of 


Petberbridpre & Burn=, dealers in house- 
hold goods, charged with making a sale 
a id giving slamps to Dr. F. H. Uhaffee. 
Tho arrest was made last week and tl'e 
case was continued until today for trial. 
The defendant will be represented by 
JLovryer Pratt of Lowell and Lawyer E. 
M. Wood of this city. The piosecution 
will be looked after by Cbiel Nicholson 
and Lawyer Tattle. 
Chief Nicholson is 


confidant that he will win in this case, 
while the tradiaestamp scheme are equa1* 
ly confident of victory. 


At Nortl a vipton active legal measures 


are being ti,;cn against the Traders' Sup- 
ply company at its very inception in th,-t 
city. Many of the merchants there ara 
bitterly opposed to the business, and to 
them it will be welcome news that Dis- 
trict Attorney Hammond has received no- 
tification from Attorney General Knowl- 
ton that the merchants who engage in 
this business will be prosecuted under the 
statutes. Notice to this effect will prob- 
ably be transmitted to the merchants by 
tho authorities, It is claimed the busi- 
ness is contrary to the lottery law of the 
state and that part of the statute relating 
to this particular kind of transaction has 
been passed on by the supreme court sev- 
eral times. 


Plans for setting up the business in 


Northampton were pretty well advanced. 
Quarters had been secured in Pitts' block 
on Gothic street and 15 or 20 merchants 
were induced to go into the scheme, al- 
though the concern received several flat 
refusals from most of the leading busi- 
ness houses. The plan is the same as has 
been practiced in many other places. 


Chief of Police 
Maynard of North- 


ampton has been notifiaa by the district 
attorney to wfi i all merchants in the 
"syndicate" against issuing the stamps, 
and the chief has started on his tour of 
warning. He said that the warning will 
be followed by arrest in the very first 
instance of any sales being made accom- 
panied by these stamps. 


The Washington, D. C., case against the 


stamp scheme, that has been v,stcbed 
with so much interest, has just boen de- 
cided atraiusO the Traders' Supply Com- 
pany of the capital city. The court of 
appeals has handed down a deci&ion de- 
claring trading stamps to bepllegal. Gus- 
tfive Lansburgh, a proruinet merchant of 
this city, and Joseph A. Sperry one of the 
proprietors of the Trading Stamp com- 
pany, were convicted in the police court 
and sentenced to pay a fine of §100 under 
an information charging them with en- 
gaging in a gift enterprise, which is in 
violation of the anti-lottery law. This 
conviction is confirmed.

FIGHT WITH EAGLES. 


A PAINTER'S 
EXPERIENCE ON THE 


FACE OF A PRECIPICE. 


An Artist IJnaertafcos a OTotlisli Job In Hio 


AdirondacIcB—CaM Eagles Seriously Oli- 
Jccted to the PlaciEE of a Medicine Adver- 
t&cmcat on tho Front of Tbeir Home. 


Frank L. Van Ness, who is now n por- 


trait painter in this city, once had an un- 
usual experience. Mr. Van Ness says lie 
is not likely to forget tho first and only 
sign ho ever paintotl, for it was while 
putting a patent incdicinc ndTcrtisciuont 
on the faco of a precipice in the Adirondack 
niauutiunstliac he made a too intimate ac- 
quaintance with a colony of American 
eagles. 


"My nil venture in the Adirondacks oc- 


cnncd several years ago, ' said Mr. Van 
Nc.ss, "but I remember il jus-t as well as 
if it wero only yesterday. I had guno to 
Kecne Center, a little ton n in tho moun- 
tains of western New York, witli a friend 
to do some sketching from nature. Some 
of the mountain seoncry Lhero is very fine, 
and wo wanted to take advantage of it 
during the warm •\acfition nionihs. There 
was then no railroad at Keene Center, but 
a stagecoach lino run from the town to 
Weslport on the banks of Lako Champlaln, 
about 130 miles away. So wo had an ideal 
locatiion. One day there came to the little 
hotel where wo wcro stopping I be ;U;ent 
df a well known patent medicine com- 
pany. Ho was accompanied by two M^JI 
painters and wo wore informed that these 
t\vo men were going to paint; a sign on tho 
faco of a precipice about 900 Icet high, 
\v3iich Y.US located about halt' way between 
Kecno Center and Webtport. 
The preci- 


pice was high in the mountains and in 
plain view of tho stagecoach line, which 
wound around lower down aud almost 
two miles away. 
'' The medieino people wcro sharp enough 


to know that if they could have a sign 
paimcd on that stone wall in letters largo 
enough to bo read from stagecoaches pass- 
ing by it would bs a great card for them. 
Ho two painters were brought out to do 
the job. The agent took them out to the 
precipice. They took one glance down tho 
810 feet of perpendicular rook and abso- 
lutely refused to go down the face of tho 
mountain to paint tho advertisement. 
Tho medieino man came back to tho hotel 
berating tho men and wishing ho could 
find somebody who would tnoklo the job. 
I told him I would do it if he could mako 
suflieiont inducement. 


"The agent offered mo $300, and we each 


posted u forfeit of $50. 
Tho two painters 


who declined to mako tho descent agreed 
to handle the ropes in lotting me down, 
and as soon as I was ready wo made our 
way to the precipice. I looked over the 
edge, and I'll acknowledge tho prospect 
looked prctcy scary. About 300 or 300 feet 
clown thero were projecting ledges, and 
hero and there on tho ledges btdd eagles 
had their nests. And they wore good big 
eagles too—none of your owl sine. 


"Tho men tied strong ropes to tho spruco 


trees growing at the top of the precipice, 
and tho other ends of the ropes were tied to 
a big basket, into which I climbed iv ith 
my bucket of paint. 
Then they dropped 


the basket over tho cliff and let me slowly 
down until I was about 12.J feet from tho 
top, which I had calculated was about tho 
point where I wanted to begin painting. 
I hadn't calculated on having much trou- 
ble with the eagles, but to be on tho safe 
side I had taken a club and a revolver with 
mo in the basket. Well, tho first day I lell 
you those bald old fellows made it mighty 
hot for mo. My basket hadn't any more 
than stopped in its descent when thu biids 
set up a terrible racket far down below 
me. 
They screeched and screamed as if 


they wcro holding a terrible indignation 
meeting. I watched thorn for a minute or 
two, but as they didn't appear to bo figur- 
ing on committing assault and battery I 
dipped the big whitewash brush I wag 
using into tho paint and started to work. 
A minuto or two later I thought I heard a 
swish iu tho air, and looking up I saw a 
big caglo that looked about the size of 
an ostrich swooping down on me. He 
was so closo that I didn't have time to 
grab cither my club or revolver. I made 
a pass at him with my big brush as ho 
came'down. I hit him a kind of a glanc- 
ing lick, and I think I got a little paint in 
hit eyo or in his mouth, for ho sat down 
on a ledge for a jnimito and mado queer 
motions with his head as if he wero try- 
ing to get tho paint out of his cyo or 
month. 


"Then another eaglo came to his assist- 


ance, and the two bognn gyrating around 
in my neighborhood in a manner that I 
clidn t like, I dropped my paint brush 
and went, to hunting, so to speak. I shot 
at them a time or two, but didn't scorn to 
do much damago. Again one of them flew 
above me, and, folding hit, wings to his 
sides, camo down with a swoop. If he in- 
tended to hit me squarely his aim wasn't 
any hotter than mine. I shot at him and 
missed, and he opened a wing that knocked 
my hat off as ho shot past me. Then tho 
other ona camo at jno with a scream of 
rage. But, as good hick would have it, I 
blitzed away with my revolver and hit 
him, and ho flew back wounded to tho 
family below. Xono of tho eagles camo 
very close after that, but I kept up an in- 
termittent firing to let thorn know that I 
proposed to hold the fort. It was the timo 
of year when the young eagles wero in tho 
nests, and the old ones probably feared that 
I had como to rob them. They cither 
learned tnat my mission was peaceable or 
else I Beared them out, for they did not 
bother jno i.t all after tho first day. 
'' Even w i th out further molestation from 


the eagles I had a pretty big job on my 
hands. Tho mon had to pull me up aud 
'down quite a distance, for I made tho sign 
letters 23 feet high. Each letter, as a. 
whole, was 13 feet wida and tho lines of 
tho letters 3'^ in width. By ropes an- 
I bored fi.r away from the point from which 
the basket was suspended tfaa men pulled 
!ne in tho direction I had to travel along 
tlip faco of tho precipice to continue tho 
painting. Tho rock on which I was paint- 
ing was a dark gray, so I painted tho 
sign pure white, and it took three halL' 
barrels ol paint to finish tho job. Ic took 
meSOdajs to complete my undertaking. 
The sign could easily be read from tho 
stage road, but tho letters appeared from 
thero to bo only rm inch and a half in 
height. The period .it the end of the ad- 
Vdti=ement 1 mado as big as the head of 
a large barrel, but from tho road it Inohod 
about tho F!/.C of the head of a match. 
Passengers on the stagecoaches would fre- 
quently bet on tho height of. the letters, 
but few ever giicpscd them anywhere near 
Jheir actual height. That was my first, 
last and only sign."—Chicago Chronicle. 


EXPENSIVE HOSPITALITY. 


A Host \Vlio Put Up a Sirjn For the Bene- 


fit of Visitors. 


"3!own in nearly any of the southern 


staffs," remarked the New York clrum- 
mrr Sundaying in Washington, "the op- 
pression of hospitality, if I may so express 
if, is something tho northerner has no idea 
of. I have traveled in New England, as 
v, ell as all over the south, and I have ac- 
tual knowledge of what I am talking 
about. I never hoard of a Yankee being 
eaten out of house and home by his friends, 
but I know of a, dozen families in ditferent 
parts of the south who have a continual 
stiuggle for existence simply because they 
ha\eu t the courage to put up the bars anil 
shut out their thoughtless visitois, who 
drop in at any and all times'for a meal or 
is night's lodging, or both, or half a dozen 
of them, for thatunatter. Of course they 
arc just as ready to oxtenxl a similar cour- 
tesy, but it isn't every-family who c&n 


mako itself oven by boarding it out, ana 
the result is that burdens are thoughtless- 
ly thrust upon many who are kept with 
their noses to the grindstone as long aa 
they live. 


"I never knew of but one who had the 


nerve to inaugurate a new order of things, 
and he, or she rather, has been at it so 
shortly that I cannot gay how it will turn 
out, though &o far it is a glittering suc- 
cess. This man bad a good farm and a 
raft of friends who seemed to think that 
liis house was theirs free of cost, and used 
it accordingly. His first wife was a native 
of the tame county, and she couldn't turn 
people away, though she and her husband 
both felt that they were gradually being 
devoured and worked to death for their 
friends.

Keatoriijjr Frozen Animals, 


If tho unimal is slowly frozen and as 


slowly thawed out, life may be rc.sr.oicd. 
If the freezing takes place at fl degrees C , 
tho temperature then remaining at 3 de- 
grocsC., there cannot be an aggravation 
of the condition. Tho temperature must 
be gradually raised; otherwise a fatal re- 
sult will follow. Tho old plan, so preva- 
lent in cold regions, of thawing out a 
frozen member of tho body by rubbing 
with snow before coming into a warm 
room is based on scientific principles. 
Death follows at ouce if all the water con- 
tained in the body be crystallized. Com- 
plete congelation of the \vator of the body 
tissues signifies complete drying, separa- 
tion of ali the soluble and loosely chemical- 
ly united gases, as well-as crystallization of 
the salts. As a result of this the structure 
of tho protoplasm as well as its chemical 
and phy&ical characters is necessarily de- 
stroyed. Death follows as tho result of this 
Reparation of the Living substance, and not 
ns a consequence of great reduction of tem- 
perature. Animals whoso tissues are rich 
in water ;uay be frozen to stony hardness, 
but, as shewn by macroscopic and micro- 
scopic examinations, a sluggish, movablo 
fluid may be seen coursing among the ice 
needles. Too long a time must not follow 
ircr/dng befoie tho efforts to restore life 
commence.—New York Ledger.
